Tested and grown successfully for more 
than 10 years, this new plant introduction 
outdoes the rainbow for color.

with curled outer petals, sword straight 
inner petals and pincushion centers. 

Doubles are heavily formed, perfectly 
round. Short, wide outer petals and with 
seed center covered with miniature petals; 
others, a ring of broad base petals con- 
trasting with fine seed petal covering. 

Shaggy types run from rugged individ- 
ual flowers to ball-like centers covered 
with quill petals in turn surrounded with 
wide, generous size outer fringe of petals. 
The average size of flowers, over all the 
shapes, range from 5 to 8 inches in diam- 
eter. 


SUMMATION: Doubles, semi-doubles, 
crested and semi-crested; singles and 
semi-singles with large and with small 
petals, the dahlia ‘’family’’ characteristics 
are clearly seen, but on a sunflower stalk. 

Cultural directions are brief and so 
very easy that SUN-DAL promises to be- 
come a most popular flower endowed with 
a multitude of uses.

frost, the seeds are generally in flower 60 
days after planting. Tests have shown that 
these are easily forced and greenhouse 
experiments have produced profuse flow- 
ering plants in the late winter and early 
spring, while the sunflower habit of late 
summer or early fall bloom continues to 
rule the normal garden plantings. Ordi- 
nary cultivation, irrigation and qarden 
care are the requirements. 

These bud profusely, larger blossoms 
usually forming first; debudding helps 
prolong the period of bloom. Many blooms, 
smaller of course, may be secured by 
letting plant flower without removing 
buds. 

As a cut flower, these excel, lasting 
from 12 to 14 days with ordinary care. 
Florists have shown a remarkable accept- 
ance for many uses as well as ‘‘straight’’ 
bouquets. These flowers have proven of a 
universal compliance with nearly every 
type arrangement and for most all occa- 
sions from a professional viewpoint, For 
home they are splendid as background 
and for exotic cut flowers. 
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
